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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The limitations such that: electrically insulating 
heat sink is adequate for high duty cycles and high power levels are not disclosed in the claimed invention. 

Drake et al. disclose a thermally conductive, electrically insulating heat sink 12. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the device of Majumdar et al. to provide a high efficiency and be of 
low cost for the semiconductor device, as shown by Drake et al. 

The drawings and claim 8 disclosed that the heat sink is adhered to at least one of the lead frame and the sealer with an adhesive. The 
claims do not disclosed that the heat sink is directly contacted with the second surface of the lead frame. Therefore, Ishigami discloses 
the claimed invention. 
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
